Many amendments were offered to 
both propositions, but were voted 
down. The original Spooner amend-

Not since the enactment of the reso- 
lutions declaring a state of war to 
exist between the United States and 
Spain has there been such an ava- 
lanche of passionate oratory as the 
Senate listened to today. Throughout 
the session, the Army Appropriation 
Bill was under discussion, the con- 
troverted questions being the Spooner 
Philippine amendment and the Platt 


the debate was confined entirely to the 
Democratic side of the chamber with 
one exception. Both amendments were 
denounced as vicious and pernicious 
legislation, subversive of the princi- 
ples of this government and unparallel- 
ed in the history of Legislative enact- 
ments. 

The most notable speech of the day 
was delivered by Mr. Bacon of Georgia.

CHICAGO, Feb. 27.—At a banquet 
given tonight by the University Club 
of Chicago in honor of the delegates 
to the second annual convention of 
American universities, now in session 
in this city, Vice-President John C. 
Branner of Leland Stanford, Jr., Uni- 
versity spoke on “Freedom of Speech 
in University Circles,” and took ad- 
vantage of the occasion to lay before 


the 200 assembled guests the opinions 


shared by himself and the other mem- 
bers of the Stanford faculty concerning 
the case of Prof. Ross. 

“I wish to say,“ sald the speaker, 
“that the statement that the founder 
of our university ever demanded the 


fifths of the faculty. 

“Stanford University belfeves in leav- 
ing and leaves its professors complete 
freedom in matters of opinion, instruc- 
tion and action. But ving as we 
do that all freedom has its proper 
limitations, we think that every one 
must exercise such self-restraint as 
will prevent his infringement upon the 
rights of others. In this direction we 
propose to protect the name of the 
university and the rights of the stu- 
dents entrusted to us, and we intend 
to see to it that the university will 
not, through the zeal of some of its 
professors, be made the noisy tailpiece 
of any political party. 

“We think this but fair in the long 
run to every one concerned, but in any 
case, it is the one course that ordinary 
self-respect leaves open to us. And 
yet, in our endeavor to carry out such 
a policy, we of Stanford University, 
after seven or eight years of fretted 
patience, have lately been belabored 
the length and breadth of the land, in- 
vestigated by self-constituted commit- 
tees, arraigned by pulpit orators, as 
cringing sycophants; sympathetic col- 
lege professors 3000 miles away have

SLOT MACHINES DOOMED. 

If the action of a committee can be 
taken as a tip as to the probable ac- 
tion of either house on any given meas- 
ure, this Legislature will enact a law 
which will banish slot. machines from 
the State. The Senate Committee on 
Corporations today favorably reported 
the Anti-Slot Machine Bill introduced 
by Senator Tyrrell. This bill is much 
more stringent than that of Johnson on 
the same subject, adopted by the As- 
sembly last night. It declares that 
nickel-in-the-slot machines are lotteries 
and the use or possession of them is 
forbidden and made a misdemeanor. 

The bill also provides that such ma- 
chines may be seized, and upon seiz- 
ure shall be forfeited to the State. An- 
other forbids the publication of lottery 
drawings in any newspaper. It had 
been expected that the committee 
would amend the bill, but it returned 
it without a change. 5 

There has been so much talk of a 
corrupt effort on the part of slot-ma- 
chine owners to defeat such proposed 
legisiation, that both houses seem de- 
sirous of getting the whole matter out 
of the way, and because of that talk tie 
chances of the passage of one or the 
other of the bills are considered better 
than they would have been otherwise.

Some time ago the Senate Finance 
Committee issued an edict in which it 
was stated that no favorable recom- 
mendations for any of the numerous 
road bills would be made by that com- 
mittee, but that it woufd oppose the 
expenditure of the State's money in 
the building of roads. That was sup- 
posed to have settled the fate of all 
such bills, but some time afterward, 
in spite of an unfavorable report by 
two committees, the Senate passed a 
bill carrying an appropriation for what 
is known as the Mono road. 

This action was taken to indicate 
that there is still a chance for most 
of the bills and the members who have 
measures of that character have since 
been doing all that they can to secure 
votes for the several bills. It had been 
supposed that the Santa Barbara- 
Bakersfield Road Bill was as good as 
dead and Col. Harrington of Santa Bar- 
bara, who was here in the interest of 
it, departed for home after having done 
tome excellent work. When the Mono 
Road Bill passed, however, and the 
bars appeared to have been let down 
for other bills, Assemblyman Merritt 
and Chief Clerk Lioyd went to work 
again ip the interest of their bill.

FOR PURER WATER. 

bill, the enforcement of which, it 
it becomes a law, will result in giving 
Los Angeles a purer water supply, was 
passed today by the Assembly. It was 
drawn by Mr. Cromwell, and is in- 
tended to prevent the contamination 
of running streams, especially where 
communities are dependent upon there 
streams for their water supply. It is 
very stringent in its provisions and 
imposes a severe penalty for its vio- 
lation. 

As applied to conditions near Los 
Angeles, it would greatly increasc the 
power of Health Officer Powers in his 
efforts to detect and convict persons 
who permit their stock to have seccess 
to the river, and who drain their barns, 
and in one insance a slaugher house 
toward the river. There have been a 
number of arrests for this in the past 
three years, but the penalty imposed 
was so light that little attention bas 
been paid to the law If the proposed 
new law passes, it will be possible to 
protect the river for many miles above 
the city. 

REFUNDING OF TAXES. 

Melick’s bill for the relief of those 
who through mistake or otherwise are 
unjustly assessed for taxes or are re- 
quired to pay money into the public 
treasury when there is no claim against 
them passed the Assembly today. Un- 
der present law the owner‘of realty who 
is sometimes taxed for improvements 
which do not exist is compelled to pay 
such mene — cannot recover the 
amount from county except through 
a suit against the county, oven though 
it be known to the Tax Collector and 
Board of Supervisors. The purpose of 
the bill is to give to boards of super- |

visors authority to refund such unjust 
assessments when it is shown to their 
satisfaction that it should not have been 
made. There was no opposition to the 
bill in the lower house, and it is be- 
lieved that it will pass the Senate. 
ACTION ON ADJOURNMENT. 


The first action looking to a final 
adjournment of the Legislature was 
taken today, when Alden Anderson of 
Solano introduced a concurrent resolu- 
tion providing that both houses shall 
adjourn on Saturday, March 9. This 
resolution will take its regular course, 
but it will not be brought to a vote 
until it can be seen whether it will be 
possible to adjourn on that date. There 
is a marked sentiment in the lower 
house in favor of early adjournment. 

If the resolution prevails, this ses- 
sion will be a record-breaking one in 
regard to the shortness of the time 
which the members served without pay. 
Adjournment on March “9 would give 
them only two days without pay. 
Many members do not believe the busi- 
ness of the session can be completed 
before March 16. 

Carters proposed constitutional 
amendment authorizing the deposit of 
public funds in banks upon payment 
of interest and upon the banks giving 
proper security has bee so amended 
that there is no doubt as to its pro- 
visions. It is being opposed by some 
of the country members, but it is al- 
most certain to pass the House. 

PROGRESS ON THE CODES. 

The Assembly tonight made more 
real progress on the codes than dur- 
ing any previous sitting. The amend- 
ments to the Civil Code and the Code 
of Civil Procedure were completed and 
both were passed and sent to the Sen- 
ate as amended. The new proposed 
Penal Code was them taken up, and 
in the consideration of the many 
amendments offered, there was some 
lively discussion. 

One of the important new provisions 
now in this code is that with reference 
to prize fighting. Not only does it for- 
bid prize fights, but sparring exhibi- 
tions and boxing matches in the sense 
that these affairs have been made 
the only business of many so-called 
clubs are prohibited under heavy 
penalties. If the new code passes it 
will dispel all doubt as to how this 
State will stand with reference to prize 
fights. Guilfoyle of San Francisco 
tried to knock out this part of the code, 
but got only the support of four other 
members from that city, and his ef- 
fort failed. 

Amendments in the interest of the 
railroads proposed by Johnson caused 
much debate. He succeeded in having 
most of them introduced. One of them 
makes it a misdemeanor for any rail- 
road employé to assist or permit any 
person to steal a ride or to ride with- 
out a ticket, cash fare or pass. Steal- 
ing a ride is also made a misde- 
meanor. Shooting at or throwing mis- 
siles into moving trains, tampering 
with seals on cars or theft therefrom 
is made a felony. The Penal Code was 
passed to. second reading and is still 
subject Ao amendment. Work on it 
will de completed before the end of 
the week. 

The Assembly passed the bill appro- 
priating $1000 for a monument to mark 
the spot where the truce of Cahuenga 
was agreed to between American and 
Mexican forces. This spot is within 
sight of Los Angeles. 3 

FIGHT ON OIL BILL. 

In the Senate tonight there was a 
spirited contest over Currier’s coaloil 
bill, which provides that all vessels 
containing the products of crude pe- 
troleum and olls used for illuminating 
and fuel purposes shall be plainly 
marked so as to show what they con- 
tains Smith of Kern vigorously at- 
tacked the measure, saying that it 
would injure the oil industry of the 
State. He declared that the oil men 
are all opposed to it, and that there 10 
no present necessity for such — 
tion. 

Currier defended his bill and strongly 
urged its passage. He said it was not 
aimed at the oll industry or any indus- 
try, but it is intended to reduce to a 
minimum the danger from explosions 
and conflagrations. Senator Nutt in- 
troduced an amendment providing that 
the bill shall refer only to oils used for 
domestic purposes, and with that 
amendment the bill will probably pass. 
Melick's bill extending to forests on 
private lands the same protection from 
fires which the law seeks to give to 
forests on public lands, passed the 
Senate and now goes to the Governor. 
It provides very severe penalties for 
willfully setting fire to any forest. 

TAX TO DISPLAY PRODUCTS, 

Senator Smith's bill, introduced at 
the request of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of Los Angeles and the Board 
of Supervisors, also passed the Senate 
tonight. It is an act empowering 
boards of supervisors to levy a special 
tax not exceeding 2 cents on each $100 
valuation for the purpose of displaying 
the products and industries of any 
county at domestic or foreign exposi- 
tions. The purpose of the bill is to 
encourage immigration and increasing 
trade in the products of the State. 

An official invitation will be extended 
by the Governor to the Committee on 
Rivers and Harbors of the House of 
Representatives to visit California and 
examine the rivers and harbors of the 
State, the Assembly today having 
passed the Senate joint resolution au- 
thorizing such an invitation. N

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 27.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Unless the Governor sees 
fit to give the thousands of wheelmen 
in the State a slap. the theft of a 
“bicycle will be a felony within the 
next ten days, for the Senate this 
afternoon passed Melick’s bill adding 
to the list of things the theft of which 
constitutes grand larceny. In the face 
of the fact that the bill is supported 
by thousands of wheelmen in all parts 
of the State it is not considered prob- 
able that the Governor will veto the 
measure. Its effect in Los Angeles is 
almost certain to be the suspension 
of operatio by the seemingly organ- 
ized gang of bicycle thieves who have 
been operating there for many months. 
The penalty provided is imprisonment 
in the penitentiary for from one to ten 
years. This will have the effect of 
making a thief think twice before he 
takes another man's wheel from a 
curbing. 

Another Assembly bill of almost as 
much interest to wheelmen generally 
was also passed by the Senate today 
and also goes to the Governor for his 
approval. It is Johnson's bill provid- 
ing that boards of supervisors and 
city councils may impose a license tax 
upon bicycles, tricycles, automobiles 
and other kindred riding machines for 
the purpose of creating a fund which 
shall be used exclusively for the con- 
struction’ of paths especially for the 
use of Owners of such machines, such 
as bicycle paths and the like. 

The license is limited to $1 per year 
on each machine and from this M- 
cense is to be deducted the amount of 
personal property tax which the own- 
er of a bicycle pays upon it. The l- 
cense is not to be collected for ma- 
chines which are offered for sale, but 
only upon those which are in actual 
use. There was some opposition to 
this bill, some of the Senators styling 
it a regulating measure, but it passed 
with votes to spare. ;

TAKES SAFE COURSE. 


FOLLOWS LINES LAID DOWN BY 
THE UNITED STATES. 
Will not Make Agreement With Any 
Foreign Power Which Would Operate 
to the Disadvantage of This Govern- 

ment—Reciprocity in Trade. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

HAVANA, Feb. 27.—{[Bk West In- 
dian Cable.}] The constitutional con- 
vention remained in session until 3 
o’clock this morning, completing the 
work of drawing up the clauses in 
the constitution referring to the rela- 
tions between Cuba and the United 
States. A public session will be held 
this evening to sign the following 
resolutions, which have been adopted: 
~ “First—The government of Cuba will 
not make a treaty or agreement with 
any foreign power which may compro- 
mise or limit the independence of Cuba, 
or which may permit or authorize any 
power to obtain, by means of coloniza- 
tion or military or naval purposes, or 
in any other manner, any foothold or 
authority, 
of Cuba. 

“Second—The government will not 
permit ita territory to be used as a 
base of operations for war against 
the United States, or against any for- 
eign nation. 

“Third—The government of Cuba ac- 
cepts, in its entirety, the Treaty of 
Paris, in which are affirmed the rights 
of Cuba to the extent of the obliga- 
tions which are explicitely indicated 
in these, and esfecially those which 
the internationai law imposes for the 
protection of life and property, and 
substitutes itself for the United States 
in the pledge, which they assumed in 
that sense according to articles 12 and 
2 of the Treat: of Paris. 

*Fourth—Cuna recognizes as legally 
valid all acts of the military govern- 
ment during the period of occupation; 
also the rights arising out of them in 
conformity with the joint resolution 
and the Foraker amendment, and the 
existing laws of the country. 

“Fifth— government of the 
United Sta and Cuba ought to regu- 
late their commercial relations by 
means of a treaty based on reciprocity, 
and with tendencies toward free trade 
ir. natural and manufactured prod- 
ucts, mutually assuring ample special 
— ren in their respective mar- 
ets.”’ 

APPROVED, WITH A STRING.

The girl identified the negro, then 
seeing the crowd of several hundred 
that had gathered around the house, 
wavered and said she was uncertain. 
Later, when the negro and officers had 
left, ehe stated that she positively iden- 
tified the man, but feared to say so 
when he was there, fearing the crowd 
would hang him in their yard. 

When the news scattered that Reed 
hed been identified, there was intense 
excitement throùghout the city. A hasty 
consultation between the ernor, 
Adjutant-General, Sheriff and Super- 
intendent of Police was called and the 
companies of the National Guard here 
were pleced under orders to be 
at a moments notice, to quell a mob.

EEDED ORDINANCES. 3 

The City Council yesterday di- 
rected the City Attorney to draft two 
ordinances for the abatement of nui- 
sances which have grown to such pro- 
portions as to cause great inconven- 
fence to the public. One of these is to 
be an ordinance to prohibit ball playing 
in the public streets, alleys, or parks 
of the city, The enactment and en- 
forcement of such a law will put a 


source of annoyance, and even of dan- 
ger, to pedestrians and to all persons 
use the streets in the vicinity of 
ball playing. 
horses, not infrequently endangering 
life. The public streets ere for public 
use, for legitimate purposes of travel 
and traffic. It is a wrong to the public 
to permit them to be used for any pur- 
pose that interferes with such legit- 
imate use. It might be well to make 


that unnecessarily obstructs or inter- 
feres with the free use of the streets 
is a nuisance which ought to be abated. 

The other proposed ordinance is to 
be for the purpose of prohibiting the 
use of sling shots, air guns and other 
weapons for the throwing of missiles. 
Small boys, and some boys not so 
small, will doubtless consider it a great 
hardship not to be permitted to use 
their air guns and other dangerous 
toys within the city limits. But the 
law will fill “a long-felt want,” just 
the same. Several accidenfS from the 
usc of these weapons have occurred 
within the city. And besides, many 
of the small boys, especially in the out- 
lying sections of the city, make a prac- 
tice of shooting song birds, regardless 
of the State law which prohibits the 
killing of these birds, under heavy pen- 
alties. It is difficult to secure evidence’ 
to convict the persons guilty of this 
offense, and for various reasons those 
who know of violations of this law are 
averse to making complaints and 
swearing out the necessary warrants. 
Thus the slaughter of the innocents 
goes on, to the great injury of every 
person engaged in agricultural pur- 
suits; for most of the birds killed are 
friends of the farmer, and assist him 
incaiculably in the destruction of 
harmful insects. 

We have an ordinance prohibiting 
the carrying or discharge of firearms 
within the city limits. This law is not 
enforced as rigidly as it ought to be, 
but it is a good law, and a necessary 
law. There is almost or quite as good 
reason for suppressing the deadly air 
gun, sling shot and other dangerous 
weapons as for suppressing the use of 
guns and revolvers, within the city 
limits. Enough persons are killed or 
injured by reason of unavoidable acci- 
donts, without needlessly increasing 
the number of casualties.

a verdict of “not guilty.” 

The case against Mr. Abrahams has 
been hanging for just one year, and has 
worked a great hardship on him. For 
three months he was kept in jail, and 
having been a mail carrier for eight 
years, with the odivm resting upon 
him by reason of the charge, he has 
found it.difficult to find employment. 

The case was the result of a com- 
plaint, lodged in March, 1900, by Mrs. 
Flora Paris Howard, that she had 
lost lettters containing money. A de- 
coy letter was prepared by Postoffice 
Inspector Flint (containing 180 in 
marked money,) and was put in the 
hands of a “spotter’ named Griswold. 
who in turn testified that he placed it 
among the letters for Abraham's route, 
and that it was addressed to Mrs. 
Howard. 

Mrs. Howard reported that she did 

not receive the letter, and Abrahams 
was arrested and searched without any 
evidence appearing against him. He 
has maintained from the start that no 
such letter ever came into his hands. 
The stores at which he dealt, and 
every possible source of information 
was sought, but the marked money 
could not be found, and no trace of the 
letter was ever discovered. 
At the trial many of his neighbors 
testified to the excellent character of 
Mr. Abrahams, and as stated, the jury 
deliberated but a few minutes before 
returning a verdict of “not gulity.“

FAMILY SUES FOR DAMAGES. 

The Southern California Railway

Proposed Hold-up of Fifty Cents a 
Month Per Man to Provide Sinews of 


War for Next Campaign. 


Teddy's Terrors, devdid of all their 
brimstone, met at the Union League 
Club last night to take action regard- 
ing the future of the organization.

The Ter- 
rors heretofore have not no constitu- 
tion nor bylaws, nor have they been 


any money was needed for any purpose 
whatever the members were compelled 
to go down into their jeans for their 
quota of such expenses as were to be 
met. It happened that some of the 
members were not always able to chip 
in when money was most sorely needed, 
and in that event a few of the more 
well-to-do Terrors had to furnish most 
of the sinews of war. It also became 
necessary at times to invite public sub- 
scriptions to help the Terrors with am- 
munition. 

The next campajgn is a long way off, 
but the Terrors intend to takd part in 
it, and they are already looking for- 
ward to the fray. “In time of peace 
prepare for war“ is a maxim which 
they think it well to heed, and for 
that reason the subject of providing an 
ammunition fund is agitated at this 
time. It is argued that each Terror can 
pay 60 cents a month into the treasury 
of the organization without working 
any hardship upon himself, and that 
contributions at this rate will amount 
by the time of the opening of next cam- 
paign to a fund of about $2500, a sum 
which would enable the Terrors to take 
part in the campaign with proper eclat.

Unfortunately for the health of our 
people, this process is somewhat er- 
pensive, and with some kinds of food 
products is difficult of application, as 
the temperature required changes to a 


less agreeable to the eye and more

ACTION OF CHEMICAL PRESER- 
VATIVES. 
The food preserver in this case has 
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certain extent the texture and appear- 
ance of the products and renders them 


and has demanded of it substances 
which prevent decay and at the same 
time preserve the appearance and 
character of the food unchanged. For 
this end a large number of preserva- 
tives has been prepared and used. 
The principle of the action of chemi- 
cal preservatives is practically the 
same as that of heat—they either de- 
stroy the vitality of the organisms 
present or so paralyze it as to render 
the action of the organisms ineffective. 
Unfortunately, however, for the diges- 
tive system, these preservatives have 
practically the same effect upon the 
digestive processes that they have 
upon the processes which produce de- 
cay external to the stomach. In 
other words, the process of digestion 
is really a process of fermentation, and 
the presence of these preservatives in 
food arrests or retards the digestive 
processes. Some of the most commonly 
used preserfatives have the most ac- 
tive influence in the retardation of di- 
gestive activity. Among these may be 
mentioned salle acid, which on ac- 
count of its cheapness and activity 
may be called the universal preserva- 
tive; saccharin, a coaltar product, very 
sweet, which is often used as a condi- 
ment as well as a preservative, and 
formaldehyde, which on account of its 
easy solubility in water is the ideal 
preservative for liquid in which water 
is the chief constituent, such as milk. 
Among other preservatives which are 
commonly employed are boric acid, or 
borax; benzoic acid, or benzoate o 
soda; sulphurous acid, or sulphites, 
and fluorides of ammonium and 
um. The above does not by any means 
exaust the list of preserving agents, 
but shows their typical character. 
There are certain condimental pre- 
servatives which when used in mod- 
eration do not seem to exercise any in- 
jurious retarding effect upon digestion, 
and among these may be mentioned 
the two which are most generally 
known—sugar and salt. These bodies 
exercise a 
because they tend to extract water 
from the bodies to which they are 
added, and thus reduce the moisture 
to a point which prevents the action 
of.the fermentative process. There 
can be ho objection urged to the use 
ot such condimental substances, and 
especially of sugar, which is itself a 
food of the highest value.

USE OF COLORING MATTERS. 
Less objectionable, from a hygienic 
point of view, but none the less repre- 
hensible, is the adulteration of condi- 
ments with inert substances, for in- 
stance, the mixture of peppers and 
epices with fillers produced by grinding 
some organic matter to the consistency | 
of the condiment, and coloring it to 
imitate the condimental color. 
The use of coloring matters in food 
must also be considered ‘as an adul- 
teration, and the use of noisonous col- 
oring matters should be absolutely pro- 
hibited. Among the coloring matters 
which are usually employed is a large 
number of coal tar dyes. In fact, it is 
hard to find a sample of pure butter 
on the market today, especially during 
the winter time. Almost every sample 
is colored wtih a coal-tar dye; and usu- 
ally to a degree far in excess of the 
natural tint of the genuine article. 
The plea which is often urged by 
dairymen that butter is colored in or- 
der to secure uniform tint, is wholly 
illogical, inasmuch gs the samples of 
butter in our market remind one very 
much of Joseph's coat, on account of 
their multitudinous colors. The nat- 
ural tint of butter made from well-fed 
cows is sypfficiently attractive for all 
practical purposes, and it is unfortu- 
nate that the habit of butter-coloring 
has gained such a vogue. Rutter color 
itse’f, when taken in considerable 
quantities, deranges digestion, and it 
is very probable that there are many 
stomachs which would not be able to 
r even the small quantities which 
ordinary colored butter contains. 
WELL-NOURISHED BODIES RE- 
SIST DISEASE. 

From the foregoing it is seen that 
the question of food affects the health 
and longevity directly and indirectly. 
The direct influences have been suffi- 
ciently pointed ou Indirectly, mal- 
nutrition renders the human organism 
liable to all forms of disease. As is 
‘well known, a great many diseases 
are due to specific germs or poisons 
which enter the system either through 
the skin, the lungs or the intestinal 
organs. Cholera, smallpox and typhoid 
fever are types of such diseasse. It is 
now known that malaria is a disease 
which arises from the bite of a mos- 
quito, and it is believed that yellow 
fever is propagated in the same way. 

Since it is impossible wholly to pre- 
vent the entrance of the germs of dis- 
ease into the system, it is important to 
have all the vital organs in such a 
state of health and functional activity 
as to enable them to resist the action 
of infection. A dozen persons, for in- 
Stance, may be exposed to the same 
infection and to the same degree. Of 
these we may suppose one is euffer- 
ing from malnutrition, or has his di- 
@estive organs weakened by impure 
food or by food poorly prepared. He 
alone of the twelve will fall a victim 
to the disease, while the others have 


‘While it is true that the Ithy 
stomach may receive small quantitics 
of almost 
with apparent impunity, it is also true 
that the weak or deranged digestive 
organs may be most seriously affected 
by even the smallest quantity of pre- 
served substance. The use of pre- 
servatives in foods, therefore, should 
be so regulated by law as to prevent 
the sale of any food which is“not 
plainly labeled in respect to both the 
character and the amount of the agent 
employed. The general dissemination 
of facts in regard to preservatives will 
thus enable the intending purchaser to 


tain preserving substances which are 
found injurious to his particular case, 
I would even go so far as to say that 
certain preserving substances should be 
prohibited altogether, inasmuch as 
their sale, even when properly labeled, 
might result in their use by persons ig: 
norant of their nature, who would 
thus “suffer serous injury in their 
health. 

There are other forms of adulteration 


to health, and

Among these may men- 
tioned the use of oleomargarine, in the 
garb of butter, and of glucose in the 
garb of honey.

Within the next three weeks the 
Distilled Ice and Cold Storage Com- 
pany expects to be turning out thirty- 
five tons of ice a day at the new fac- 
tory which is rapidly nearing comple- 
tion on Buena Vista street, just north 
of the Baker Iron Works. The new 
plant is the property of Edwin T. Earl 
and George E. Voorhees, Jr. Mr. Voor- 
hees stated yesterday that when com- 
pleted the plant will be the most mod- 
ern and best equipped ice manufac- 
tory on the Pacific coast. 

The building in which this industry 
will be carried on is newly-constructed 
of brick. It has a frontage of seventy-

President Schurman of Cornell Says 
America’s Mission in the Philippines 
is Educational. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.1 
NEW YORK, Feb. 27.—At the fourth 
annual dinner of the Life Underwrit- 
ers’ Association of New York last night 
President Jacob G. Schurman of Cor- 
nell University spoke on “The Insur- 
ance of Nations.” He said in part: 
“Some people believe that the more a 
nation has, the happier it is. If their 
logic is correct the nation that over- 
runs the world reaches the climax of 
human perfection. What constituties 
the soul of a nation? What is its goal? 
Do we make the republic greater if we 
cross the Pacific and annex a piece of 
China? Do we make the nation any 


t safer and more secure? If not, what 


do we do? What insures our country, 
I believe, is a common nationality, a 
common religion, and common inter- 
ests. In spite of the steady stream 
of immigrants has poured into the 
United States, is republic has re- 
tained a common nationality and the 
interests of one part of the country are 
the interests of another. 

“We have not gone to China. I hope 
we shall not. I expect that those who 
do will, in the course of a generation

do not divide her people. 
main homogenous and acquire me- 
chanical arts, assert their indepen- 
dence, and, I believe, acquire it.
